Senior Housing Explored 


By Dan Oakes 

Spend it or lose it. The problem, as Mayor Pro Tern 
Bart Doyle explains it, is that it takes quite a bit of mon¬ 
ey to undertake a large development project; however, 
as soon as the 20% set-aside money for low-moderate 
income/senior housing from the Community Redevel¬ 
opment Agency hits the $1.0 million mark, it has to be 
encumbered, or it can revert back to the County as “dis¬ 
cretionary funds.” 

“It’s a small dilemma,” Doyle says. “Because we have 
such a small redevelopment area, it’s taken a large time 
to get to $ 1.0 million, years and years, and just when we 
get up to a useful amount, we’re under pressure to use 
it. At the same time, it’s not brain surgery. We’ve start¬ 
ed the process.”

While a few of the properties are owned by the City, 
a few are privately owned, which is a significant part of 
the equation, according to Doyle. “Obviously, if we 
don’t have to pay for the land, we can get that much more 
accomplish^ with the project. If we go with a private 
site, then purchasing the land will cut into the available 
money somewhat” 

Ownership of the land is part of it, but there are other 
things to consider, also. The old real estate cliche holds 
especially true for senior housing; Location, Location, 
Location. “They need to be situated close to shipping, 
close to transportation, close to medical services, and 
close to restaurants,” said Maurer. Central proximity 
makes proposed locations such as part of the Mariposa

Summer Wear 


About this season we seem to have a rash of certain stains 
that occur every year. We expect them and we know how 
to remove them from your clothes without damage to die 
fabrics or the dyes. From your best table linens, too. 

Mustard and ketchup are two of the familiar ones and 
because of the high degree of colors in diem, they are diffi¬ 
cult. But we can usually remove them. 

Grass stains are difficult too, but we can handle diem Ibr 
you. , 


Another summer stain problem is Ice ciearn. Since it con¬ 
sists of many ingredients, it requites several types of remov¬ 
ers. First, it requires one for the oil from the milk and cream. 
Another, for the sugar content and yet another for the col¬ 
oring from the flavoring itself. Each must be removed sep¬ 
arately (and in the correct ordw) until they are all removed. 

Soft drinks are othm' beverage stains pose the same prob¬ 
lem. 

All of these stains should be removed as soon after stain¬ 
ing as possible. They should not be allowed to age and set 
as they imbed into the fabric fibers and become almost im- 
p»)ssible to remove. 

So, as soon as possible after staining, bring them in and 
tell us about the stain. WTiether on washable or dryclean- 
able fabrics, we’ll give them our expert treatment and your 
clothes will come home with that revitalized look when you

According to Maurer, roughly 15% of Sierra Madre’s 
population is age 62 or older. Other questions aside from 
site assessment include needs and form of ownership.
